Miller R. Henry Says Purchase of Old 


Plant Will Save the City Another 


Bond Issue. 


(Communicated.) 


I have been requested to give an 


opinion on the water wonts question, 
and in doing so I will confine myself 
to a subject which so far has not been 
discussed, and that is the economic re- 
sults to be ohtained by the city by pur- 
chasing the present plant 
The city 


has three hundred thousand dollars to 
construct a water system adequate for 
the .enlarged condition oE the corpor- 
ate limits. In the first place 
this 


amount 5s entirely insufficient to ac- 
complish the object in view. It woulfi 
require almost the er.tire sum to dupli- 
cate the old plant, and then you wouM 
be compelled- to issue more bonds to 
complete the work.

A Sew Year's Cuke.

EW YEAR'S day, 1021. marked 


the real beginning of the 1'uri- 
tau settlement of New Eng- 
land and the planting by the 


pilgrim fathers in A in erica u bo'il of 
the germ of freedom froiu which has 
grown our great republic. 


On Nov. Jl, lojo, the «ood ship May- 


flower, with the devoted band whir-h 
had braved the perils of seas almost 
unknown to seek in a new world the 
liberty of conscience denied them in 
the old, had anchored in the harbor of 
Provincetown. On that same day the 
pilgrims had chosen John Carver for 
their governor and had sent ashore an 
armed delegation to select a spot on 
which to pitch the pilgrims' tents. But 
these pioneers, though they found no 
hostile inhabitants, discovered no ac- 
commodations for a permanent colony. 
After 
brief 
explorations an expedi- 


tion was dispatched to circumnavigate 
Cape Cod bay aud nnd u better haven. 


On I>ec. 8 the scouts landed on 


Clark's island (so named from the 
Mayflower's mate, who was of the 
party). The ne.\t day, which was Sat- 
urday, they explored the island, on the 
Sabbath they rested, and on Monday, 
Dec. 11, they sounded the harbor und 
"marched also into the land and found 
divers cornfields and running brooks, 
a place very suitable for situation." 


Then they returned to the ship, 


which by the end of tbe week was 
safely anchored in Plymouth buy. 


Tbe selection of a site for the pro- 


posed town and the preparation of ma- 
terials delayed until after Christmas day 
tbe beginning- of the first house for com- 
mon use to receive the pilgrims and 
their goods, but by New Year's day 
house lots had been assigned and most 
%f the company had left tbe ship for 
a home on shore and were busily at 
work rearing their habitations. Tra- 
dition divides the honor of first step- 
ping on Plymouth rock between John 
Alden and Mary Chilton. 
On New 


Year's morning a solemn service was 
held to thank the good God who had 
guided them across the waters to this 
beautiful haveti and to ask his blessing 
upon the village they were building,

The "common house" was erected 


near "Burial bill." on the road which 
left the shore just south of Plymouth 
rock, and next to 1* Peter Browu built 
himself a house. About this nucleus 
there was soon a well ordered little 
town.
